P.enator Danlel prosaed thc clalrns of
the blll upon the Committee on Flnance
this jnornlng, and ho snld thla after-
noon ho feit contident of aecurlng a

favornblo rcport on It.
Sonator Danlel aald to-day he waa

nrglng that allvcr circulation be atlowed
to remaln as at presehti and nllow the
lisuance of greenbacka of one dollar and
two dollar denomlnatlona, so that they
may add to the bulk Of the currency in
circulation. The committee 'recelved the
proposltloii with COnalderable favor, and
the Benator aald he found eonelderable
aentlment ln the S</,ate ln favor of his
scherae.

"I have not thought there would be
eny currency leglslatlon nt this aesalon,"
imid tho Benator, "but i am dlsposed to
think thi* blll will be paaaed. I havc
recelved a number of letters from finan-
rlal men ln Richmond nnd elsewhere
urglng leglslatlon of this character.
Thero aeetna to be a very stnuig de¬
mand for more currenry of small de-
homlnatlon."
And then the Senator prnei.oded to add

to the circulation by allpplng a dollar
Into the hand of an old Confederate who
ealled hlrn away as we stnod tnlking ln
tho Marblo Room or the Senate. "I had
to do It," aald the Senator apologctlcally
after tho vcteran hml gone; "h«> was an
old Flrst Vlrginla man, and he ia in
hard iuck."

Danicl as Minority Leader.
The Democrats aro fflclng the duty of

i Ing ii minority leader to aucceed
Benator Blackburn, who wlll retire from
the Senate on the 4th of March. Senti-
ment doea not appear to have flxed upon
any man '.> aucceed to the poaltlon. The
l.iim-i ¦.' Senator Danlel and Senator
Culhe]-..:,. ,-f Tcx.li, ,ite most freo,uent!y
mtntionod aa suceesiora to Senator
Blackburn. There' Is no fight belng
made for the honor, and the senlor Sen¬
ator from Vlrginla Is the last man In
tqe worid to ael frlenda to work In hla
I- df. But U la known that a number
of Democrats have come to look with
much I.n the propoiition to rnake
Bei '..: Danlel their apokesman In the
Benate, and It would not be surprlsing
If he werie to be choeen to the poaltlon.
provlded he WOuld eonaent to aecept the
bouor. Hla lohg experienco as a mem-
bcr 'of piirllnmcntary bodlca. his thor-
nugh krtowledge of parllnmentary law.
and his natlve skill aa a tactlclan.tho
latter quallty one whlch Senator Danlel
ls not bo gonerally known to posscss-
lit hitu for tho plare. of leuder In the
oplnlon of tlioae who know jiilii bcat.

In addition to thesn nualltios, illus-
trating the fltneas of Senator Danlel for
the poaltlon, it is a fact evldent in many

and ln the not distant paat, when there
WjUl a gteal deal aald and written about
"young blood," nnd many foolish thhiga
aald tbereof. Young blood has been
trled In several posltlona, and It has not
met all the expectatlona of the reform-
ars. "Old hcads for counsel" haa once
more become a favorite maxlin, espe-
clally in the Senate. Balley is a young
man. Sd was Burton. So Is Beverldge.
Balley is belng "investigated," and
whethcr he shall bo found gullty or not,
his Influence ln tho Senate wlll hero-
nfter bo nll. Burton Is In the penlten-
linry. No man In the Senate can empty
the prosa gallery so quiekly as Senator
Beverldge,

Russian Preparedness.
Speaking of Senator Beverldge, amuse-

ment ls manifested that he should have
been sclected by certaln Rcpubllcan8 as
the man to nnswer Mr. Bryan. and the
nrgumenta whlch the latter will make,
ln a series of nrtloles to be contributed
wlthln the next clgbteen months to a
certaln magazlne. Tho Indlana Senator
aoon gets beyond his depth when he un-
tlortakes to dlacuss any question, al-
though he never falls to mako preclaely
the rigi'.t gesture, nor falls to use ex-
aetly the right inflectlon in speaking.
In wrlting he cannot call these auxllla-
ries into use, and his contrlbutions to
litorature aro somewhat dtill and decld-
edly unprofltablo. Senator Beverldge
has never recovored from tho effects of
th© chapter on "Russla's Preparedness,"
In his book on tho "Ruaslan Advance,"
publlshed three years ago. He went to
St. Pctersburg, anned with all klnds
of letters from ofllcials of the American
government, and after belng wlned and
dlned by Russian offlcials for a fort-
night, he set forth to vislt Siberla and
Manchurla, armed With more letters, this
tlmo from Russian olliclals. His journey
to l'ort Arthur was a klnd of triumphal
maroh, tho Russian olllcials taking tho
greatest palns to show hlm everythlng
they wanted him to seo, and telling hlm
everythlng they wanted hlm to know.
Thc result waa that the book of the In-
dlnna Senator, whlch had a very wlde
circulation, creatod tho impresslon that
Russia would not nllow the poor little
Jnps to galn a solltary sklrmish, and
would flnnlly eat 'em allve.
Confldcnce ln the thoroughness of the

Jnvostlgatlons of Senator Beverldge and
the aoundness of his deductions were
conalderably shaken whon the Russlans
failed to gain a singlo v^ctory in tho
cnsulng two years' struggle, savo that
whlch she achleved at tho tablo of
dlplomacy at Fortamouth.
